Germany's spectal objection to the appear- 
ance of the great French parliamentary ora- 
tor in Berlin seemag to be lest it create the 
impression throughout Eurape that the in- 
tervention of the socialists of France in Ger- 
many is necessary to preclude dangerous 
complications in the French and German 
negotiations concerning Morocco. This idea 
has been fostered by the socialist press here 
and Jaures’ visit boomed in furtherance of it. 


German Workmen Demand Peace. 

The last tesue of the weekly socialist paper, 
Die Neue Gesellschaft, declared that the 
German workmen emphatically demanded 
peace with France, and will enforce this de- 
mand, if necessary, by bringing their fists 
down on the table. It is now. historic that 
the German socialists furnish the French 
republic what it vainly sought from Russia— 
namely: protection from the provocations 
of the overweening ambition of the imperiai- 
istic German policy. 

This side of the question. aiane is enough to 
cause anxiety among the official foes of the 
socialists, but it is also pointed out in other 
quarters that Jaures carried on a systematic 
campaign against Delcasse, formerly French 
minister of foreign affairs, and that, there“ 
fore, he shared Chancellor von Bülow's tri- 
umph in overthrowing Delcasse.

Rugsian alliance, and that it is now their 
mission to protect France from the ambi- 


tion of the German policy. 


These social democratic utterances.” 
continues the chancellor, “ indicate clearly 
enough the character of the proposed meet- 
ing.

CANAL ZONE T0 BE HEALTHY, ä 
DECLARES CHAIRMAN SHONTS. 

Head of Panama Commission Bays Lite’ 
on Isthmus Will Be Made Comforta- 
dle Before Real Work Begins. 


Wash D. C., July 6—léfe on the 
isthmus of Panama is td be made healthful, 
comfortable, and enjoyable before the real 
work of digging the canal is begun, accord- 
ing to an announcement of policy made to- 
day by Chairman Shonts of the Panama ca- 
nal commission. Mr. Shonts said: 

Our first duty is to create sound under- 
lying conditions. This is now vastly more 
important than the moving of dirt. The men 
must have suitable houses in healthy sur- 
roundings; they must have wholesome and 
nourishing food at reasonable cost, they must 
have suitable transportation facilities to get 
to and from their work, and they must have 
opportunity for recreation afforded them. It 
will be the policy of the commission to pro- 
vide these essentials as quickly as possible 
and to increase the working farce, aside from 
the mechanics necessary to provide these ne- 
cessities, only as fast as the facilities indi- 
| cated can be furnished. 

Alo it will be the invariable policy of the 
commission to give to the public the actual 
conditions as they exist on the isthmus with- 
out any attempt either to color or conceal 
So much of an exaggerated character about 
health conditions there has been said by the 
press that it may be wise to recapitulate the 
facts regarding yellow fever. There have 
been between nine and ten thousand em- 
ployés on the isthmus since the disease first 
appeared in May. During that month there 
were twenty canal employés stricken and two 
deaths. In June thirty canal employés were 
stricken and there were four deaths, two of 
these dying being Americans appointed in 
the United States and two persons appointed 
locally on the isthmus. There were also 
three cases of fever among employés of the 
Panama railroad company and no deaths. 
During the month of July up to the present 
there have been no new cases and there is 
but one employé under treatment.” 


“MODEL MAN” IS A COMPOSITE. 


Bishop Speaks to Christian Endeavor

Sorin Regulation of Railroad
